The agreement between the vil- 
lage and the Crown Realty com- 
pany over the Installation of the 
eight-Inch water main ■ on - State 
Line rd. will call for some Interpre- 
tation before the village takes, over 
the water line extension, village 
trustees agreed Tuesday night. 

This became evident 1 when Walter 
Miller, superintendent- of the Regal 
China company complained that 
Max Horwitz,, ; president of , the 
Crown Realty company wants the 
firm he represents to > pay - 12,600 
for water connection. 

This, he said, is. far beyond, the 
budget of the company which is 
struggling to gain its feet and get 
started again after* 'having been 
prostrated by a disastrous fire. 

Village Atty. Edward C. Jacobs 
said he was under the impression 
tHc charge . would be made on the 
basis of n front footage of 'the ap- 
plicant 

Clerk Clarence Shultis reviewed 
• the minutes of the meeting in which 
Horwitz has caused to be written 
into the records the fact that the 
cost to Industries would be, a mat- 
ter between his firm and the appli- 
cant 

Mayor James McMillen said that 
the village at this point will not go 
to the aid of either the Regal China 
company or the Crown Realty 
company, but that * when the. time 
comes for the village to accept the 
new main, a complete understand- 
ing would be called for. 

McMillen said that a prohibitive 
price could prevent industry com- 
ing into Antloch and pointed out- 
fit the some time that an applicant 
to connect with . the water main 
might not have any foot frontage 
on the highway on which the line 
Is laid, but might want to run a 
line from the area : to the south In 
making the connection. .:•'-■ 
; Miller said his firm is quite con- 
cerned over the situation in view 
of the report that- the present, two- 
inch main serving the factory is to 
be abandoned at an early date be- 
' cause of its deterioration. 

He said his company is now forced 
to connect with the main installed 
by Horwitz. 

It was estimated that the Regal 
China company has a frontage of 
400 feet and that on a basis of $5 
a foot the cost should , be around 
S800.4 It is evident that Horwitz 
wants the industry to bear a share 
of the cost of the, extension from 
Main st

Need Not Pay Sales Tax 

Cities no longer need pay the 
sales tax. 

The lawyers of the Municipal 
League do not agree with those of 
the Chicago Motor club who say 
that parking meters on state high- 
ways cannot subject a motorist to 
a penalty if he fails to put money 
in them. 

Fox Lake has had a number at 
refusals to pay for parking viola- 
tions. Antloch has none because 
the state Just maintains the center 
lanes .on Main st. and not the side 
or brick portions of the main street. 

Jacobs said that one village got 
the state to dedicate one foot of 
space at the edge of the street to 
the village so that penalties could 
be assessed for parking violations. 

The new law provides that the 
village clerk con also be the village 
collector. 

May Act on Fire Hazards 

In case of nuisances or buildings 
which arc a fire hazard, village can 
now give notice to the person in 
charge of the property and if no 
action occurs can go ahead and re* 
move the hazard and charge the 
costs as a Hen on the property. 

It ' is still wise, however, to get 
the court's order, Jacobs said. 

Villages can now institute annex- 
ation procedures an'd do not have 
to await action from areas to be 
annexed. 

There are now two means of rais- 
ing revenue for villages and cities. 
One law permits billing of prop- 
erty owners for the collecting of 
rubbish and the other permits a 
one cent tax on each package of 
cigarettes.
